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INTKODUCTIOir. 


In an earlier publication of the Bureau, of Education — Bulletin, 
1915, No. 47, “Digest of State laws relating to publib education” — 
pn effort was made to summarize all State school laws of a general . 
nature! which were in force on January 1, 1915. The purpose of the 
bulletin presented here is to s\ipplement the bulletin of 1915 with a ' 
compilation of the enactments of 1915, 191G, and 1917 wliich relate 
to education. The legislatures of 43 States were mu session in 1915 — 
all in fact except tliose of Kentncln^ Louisian^ Maryland, Missis- 
“ si Pin, and Virginia, which meet in even-numbered years. In 1910, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Massachusetts Mississippi, 
Now Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, So\ith Carolina, and Viigin'ui 
held sessions of their legislative bodies, and a special session was 
held in California. All State legislatures which met in 1915 were 
again in session in 1917, except that of Alabama, whose lawmakers 
meet once in four years; 

The legislatipn of the years included in this compilation is pre- 
sented in digest, following the style of the bulletin which it is de-.^ 
signed to supplement. It is intended to include all ouactinents 
excepting those of distinctly local' character and excepting ordinary 
upproi)riatipns. - The Same method of presentation is used as in 
former publication^ of this character. The various items are clnssi-, 
fied under an outline which begins with general State administrative 
provisions and proceeds through The ents^ public-school system' , 
The enactments pi the Legislatures of Alaska, Hawaii, the Rhilip- 
pinesj^md Porto Rico are included.

1916, 1916, AND 1917. 


GENSRAL AOKUnSTRATITE CONTROL AND SUFERTISION OF 
PDBUC EDUCATION. 


.(a) General. 

Hawaii: Autbortzlng and directing the governor and tbe snperinten^fi^ pf 
public instruction to request tjie Commissioner of Education of the Unit^ 
States to undertake a Federal survey of the scboola of the Territory of 
Hnwnii. J. R. No. 1. Apr, 11. 1917, 

Loniaiana: relation to free pnbllc 6cbool8''a'nd to regulate public educa- 

tion In the State of Louisiana ; to provide a revenue for the same, and to im- 
pose certain penalties ; to apply fines linposetl by district courts and* amounts 
collected on bonds for the purpose of public education; to provyj^free passage 
of school 'Children over certain ferries, bridges, and niads, and to punish viola- 
tion of such provisions; and to repeal acts 214 of 1912 and 30 of 1910, and all 
other laws In conflict with the provisions of this act.” 

State board of edacntion to consist of State sniierlntendent of public education 
and live lueuiliers uiuHiinted by, but not removable by, the governor; term of ai>- 
polntlve members, five years, one ap|>ointed each year; compensation same as 
members of legislature. Superintendent to be secretary, ^ard to prepare 
rules for the go\^rnment of theTpublic schools and give directions ns to branches 
to be taught. I^ard shall enforce uniformity of textbdoka .It may require 
reports of parish [county] superintendents and teachers. 

Parish -school hoanl to consist of one member electeil by qualified voters of 
e.ach police jury wanl of the parish; overlapping terms; terra of each, six years;

Communities may vote special taxes for t>stter , 
facilities, longer sessions, etc. Free passage for school children over roads, 
bridges, and ferries over which the State, parish, or municipality exercises any 
control.

Board 
shall prescribe rules for the Issuance of teachers’ certificates and for the 
acceptance of normal, college, and university diplomas. Members of board and 
State superintendent shall be trustees of State normal schools. Board shall 
prescribe rules for taking biennial school census, and a uniform series of 
blanks; It shall require private educational institutions to report annually; It 
shall conduct Investigations of educational nee<Is and may employ expert as- 
sistants for such purpose; It shall biennially submit to the' governor an annual 
State school budget; ii shall submit an annual report to the governor; It shall 
recommend school legislation to the governor aud legislature. 

The State superintendent of schools shall be appointed hy the State bonrd of 
education; term, four years: salary fixed by hoard. He shall explain the 
njennlng of school laws and bydnwa of board, and shall decide controversies 
arlaftig under the school law. He may withhold appropriations to educational 
institutions and county school hoards for violations of the law or of the by- 
laws of the State board. He .shall be executive officer of the State hoard, shall 
hold conferences of school officers, shall publish pamphlets and promote educa- 
tion, and shall receive nnd examine alt reports requlre<l by law. He shall pass 
upon school sites nnd buildings nnd upon plans of buildings to cost more than 
$300. nnd such plans must have his approval. He shall, subject to State board, 
certificate all teachers In the public schools. He shall prepare and submit to 
State board courses of study for element a r>', high, nnd pormni schools. He 
shall, under State board, have charge of State department of education and 
shall nominate to board professional and clerical assistants. Following pro- 
fessional assistants provided for: .(l) Assistant State .superintendent; (2) 
supervisor of high schools.

County board of education shall hold two regular meetings each school year

There shall 
be employed in each county at least one attendance ofiicer. There shall be 
employed la eacb county at least oue statistical and stenographic, clerk, and 
other clerical aud professional assistants. 

District trustees shall hold two regular mei*tings in each school term and 
spei’lal meetings may be lield. Trustees shall have care of school property and 
shall 41 1 tend to reimlrs and chnrgq to county fund. They sliall visit schools 
and see that premises fire sanitary. They may recoininend the lUi^nilssal of 
the principjil teacher. No new sc1uh)1 house district shall be formed containing 
fewer tlian'50 children iKtween C and 14 years of dge, ami no old district shall 
be left with fewer tlmn sucli munhor. ... 

Whenever an application is made to district board, signed by 25 citizens of 
the district where school Is situated, i^nestln'g the uso of thq school build- 
ing for a uoupartisun gathering for the discussion of public questions, or for 
other civic, social, and ‘recreational actlvitk^s. the said school uutlp)rittes shall 
allow the free use of sm-h building for such purposes, but such meeting shall 
be held at hours when hiiiUling is not used for its principal purpose. When 
the citizens of a community are organlztHl into a ubnpartisnn, nonsecturiah, 
nonexclusive ossoylatlon for the fU.sciissloii of public questions, such organiza- 
tion inny, on retp:cst to cminty board or.fo district tnistee.s and in the discre- 
tion of such authorities, have thb free use of any school bulhling for weekly, 
biweekly, or monthly gatherings, but such meetings shall be held at times 
wheu building is not usetl fof priucipnl purpose; other civic, soclnl. and recr^ 
ational activities jnay be provide<l for by trustees or oninty board. Persons 
so using building shall be responsible for damage to school property. 

Schools shall be- kept open not less than ISO days, and for 10 months if 
posysihle. Wlion a school uunihers more than *40 children, an assistant* teacher 
m^ be. employed by couuty board of education. When average attendance of 
a.8cho<il for two consecutive terms fulls below'^12, county board muy close 
school and pay tminspt>iTatlon of pupils to other schools. Exhibition of school 
work to be held in each school once n year. Schools to be kept open five days 
a week for not less than six hours a day. * . - 

No person shall be employed os county ' superintendent,^ assistant superin- 
tendent, supervisor, principal, or teacher, unless such person holds n certificate 
of required grade Issued by State superintendent.
